Should

doubtful w hether a quorum can be se­ 
cured, and the indications are that several 
days will elapse before the m atter is finally 
settled. W ilkins is earnestly desirous of 
securing further consideration for his Na­ 
tional Bank bill. The yeas and naj’s have 
been ordered upon its engrossment and 
third reading, and its fate depends upon 
the success of Mr. W ilkins' effort to reach 
an agreement with its opponents.

United States meets 
its obligations is 
shown in the report of the House Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs upon the bill for 
the relief of the owners of the fish and the 
crew of the British bark Chance. This 
vessel was 
fitted 
out at Sidney. New 
South Wales, at an expense of $10,000, for 
a whaling cruise in the Arctic ocean in the 
spring of 1871. She arrived on the whal­ 
ing grounds early in September. 
An 
American fleet of some thirty vessels had 
been imprisoned in the ice about sixty 
miles north of where the Chance then was, 
and 
twelve 
hundred 
men 
were 
caught 
with 
no 
chance 
of 
escape 
except by aid from the south. 
The 
master of the Chance received a letter from 
the masters of the American vessels be­ 
seeching any shipmaster south of Icy Cape 
to come to their rescue, and assuring such 
m aster that the United States Government 
would make ample recompense for anv 
losses that niight be incurred. The Chance 
abandoned its whaling venture, that was 
likely to net. according to the committee's 
estimate, $30,000, and rescued ninetv-six 
American 
seamen, which 
the 
vessel 
brought in safe to Honolulu. The owners 
of the vessel were paid by the Treasurv 
Departmet $3,300 for the passage of the 
rescued seamen from the Arctic Ocean to 
Honolulu, but no allowance has ever been 
made for the loss incurred by the failure of 
the cruise, and the committee, after seven­ 
teen years have elapsed, recommended that 
the owners be reimbursed therefor.

waves dashed off great sections of the ice 
floe, upon which the lives of the quartet 
depended. For over an hour men, women 
and children on shore watched the helpless 
four running frantically about on the ice 
and faintly heard their hoarse shouts for 
assistance. W hiteside, who was unable to 
swim, restrained his companions with dif­ 
ficulty from jum ping into the freezing 
flood and attempting to swim ashore.

The loss in the whole 
country will reach 100, and estimates made 
in Yankton yesterday of the loss of life 
through^ the Territory figure up over 1,000 
lives. 
The roads from the agency to 
Yankton were lined with dead cattle, many 
farmers losing all they had. Although a 
large num ber of Indians were out huuting 
during the storm, none are missing. 
The thermometer at Chicago registered 
15° below zero last night.

The disease is loathsome; its very name 
is repulsive ; the title applied to the hos­ 
pital for it inspires dread ; but these are 
reasons why the authorities should take 
greater pains to provide in every possible 
way for the care and treatment of the un­ 
fortunates afflkted with the contagion. 
All communities well able owe it to 
humanity and to the conservation of the 
public health to provide, on the out­ 
break of the epidemic, such a complete, 
well-appointed small-pox ho^vital; so well 
supplied with necessaries, comforts and 
even delicacies, and so officered with nurses 
of the best character and highest skill 
ami gentlest dispositions, that no one 
would be disposed to resist the removal of 
a member of his. family afflicted with the 
disease. A county that is exposed to the 
risk of the epidemic that is able to !>ear 
the expense ami that does not thus pro­ 
vide in advance for its appearance, is neg­ 
lectful, not only of duty to its j>eople, but 
justifies the charge that those upon whom 
the duty devolves are not quick with the 
commonest humane instincts. 
Fortu­ 
nately Sacramento county has escaped the 
pestilence thus far. It may be it will he 
free from it entirely; it is possible its 
small-pox hospital is in readiness, and 
that provision has been made in advance 
for the best care of the patients who may 
be taken there at any moment. But in 
the past we are aware that preparation 
has been put oil’until the last moment, and 
has then seldom if ever been adequate. 
It should not be now, that the reproach 
every citizen of San Francisco to-day feels, 
may not attach to the people of this 
county.

THE SMALLPOX SCANDAL 
FRANCISCO. 
IN SAN 


A physician in San Francisco, widely 
known and highly esteemed, was taken 
with small-pox last week. At midnight— 
after some days of sickness—when the 
weather was cold and raw, lie was taken in 
a shambling, rough-riding, ill-inclosed 
wagon to the pest-house, where within a 
few hours after arrival lie died. This the 
Alta pronounces “murder,” and lays the 
blame at the door of the Health Depait- 
ment. 
The officers of that department did the 
best they could, probably, and acted in the 
light they have. It lias been the custom 
to take small-pox patients to the pest- 
house, which is a scandalous concern, and 
they but followed the rule of this custom. 
But the whole city government is to 
blame. Why is it that a suitable hospital 
is not provided ? That San Francisco 
now has is a disgrace to civilization and a 
shame to humanity. Why does not the 
metropolis of the coast provide ambulances 
of the very best order, with swinging cots, 
in which patients may be carried with 
perfect ease? \\ hy are not ambulances 
provided that are liedded, heated, yet 
ventilated, and made perfect in all respects? 
Why, indeed, is that cold, tumbling ex­ 
press wagons are used to transport the 
feverish sick, who should be handled so 
tenderly and so carefully guarded from 
cold air? 
It is notable that the attempt to remove 
small-imx patients to the pest-house in San 
Francisco is being abandoned. Of course, 
by sueli abandonment the epidemic will be 
controlled with far greater difficulty, for 
sequestration of patients is necessary to 
prevent the spread of contagious disease. 
But the abandonment in San Francisco is 
the result of the just protest of the people 
against their loved ones and friends being 
taken out for treatment to a building not 
fitted for tile purjiosc. 
It is “ full 
of draughts,’ heated only by offensive 
coal oil stoves, is ill-ventilated, foul as to 
drains, devoid of common comforts, and in 
every respect unsuited for the housing of 
those afflicted with small-pox. It is amaz­ 
ing that in a city renowned for its chari­ 
ties, rich to the hundreds of millions, and 
overflowing with philanthropy, such things 
can be. 
It becomes a terribly serious matter when 
one brings it home. Let the reader sup. 
pose his wife, daughter, son or other mem­ 
ber of his household to he stricken with 
the dread disease; knowing the condition 
of the public small-pox hospital, that re­ 
moval to it could be had only in such an 
“ ambulance” as San Francisco provides ; 
that once taken away the care of the afflicted 
one would 
he committed wholly to 
strangers, nurses qualified rather by im­ 
munity from the disease than skill and 
kindness, those inured, indeed, to human 
suffering, and careless to a great degree of 
the plaints of the rict 11115, because bur 
dened with the care of two hundred pa­ 
tients ; would not every instinct of love 
arm him in resistance against the attempt 
of the health officers to remove the loved 
one ? Would not he act as did Kev. Mr. 
Merrill in Oakland last week, who wanted 
the officers e.t their peril to attempt to re­ 
move his sister from his lióme, and on 
their making the attempt resisted them 
forcibly, and appealing to the law brought 
their claim of authority into such doubt 
that they have abandoned the eflbct, and 
the reverend gentleman not only “holds 
the fort,” but has in his resistance the 
sympathy of the estire community ? 
How much better off is Sacramento 
county than San Francisco in provision for 
an epidemic? The small-pox hospital is 
probably a little Letter structure than that 
of the metropolis; it i* much better sit­ 
uated, hut is provision for the care of the 
sick when sent there any more generous 
or humane ? Indeed, we know of those 
afflicted 
having lreen committed to 
the care of nurses that we very much 
doubt any one would for a moment enter­ 
tain the idea of employing to enter his 
home. There is no ambulance for transpor­ 
tation, and not sufficient readiness for the 
care of the first who may be sent to the 
pest-house. Yet it is certain that it is the 
part of wisdom in the interests of the com­ 
munity, that small-pox patients should be 


It is gratifying to learn from the report 
of an official examination made in the 
Oroville region that the late cold and 
frost has not much, if any, harmed fruit 
trees, and that even the young citrus trees 
have aot suffered to any material extent.

session of the 
cultural Society, now bein

comparison with the Arctic rigors of winter 
at the East, greatly to our benefit. They 
will very naturally reason, if this is mid­ 
winter for California what must her sum­ 
mer and autumn be ? But not all will lie 
left to speculation in that direction. We 
are to show them our citrus fruits, take 
them into our orchards, make exhibits be­ 
fore them of preserved, dried and canned 
fruits of the summer and autumu, and by 
taking them into and through the chief 
valleys of the State we are to enable them 
to judge of the soil and its capacity. In 
all this effort to lay the State resources 
before them, these visitors of course 
understand that we are endeavoring to 
favorably impress them. 
They are too 
sensible not to know that we are putting 
forth our best exertions to convince them 
of the equability of California climate, 
the fertility of its soil and of its manifold 
advantages over other sections. There is, 
therefore, every reason for frankness, and 
none for concealments. We shall expect 
these gentlemen to return to the East 
feeling that they have visited a riehly- 
famed portion of the country, and that 
they have not been told fanciful talcs con­ 
cerning it. It ought to impress them very 
forcibly that a people so solicitous to have 
strangers come and see and prove for them­ 
selves have faith in their State and are 
sincere in all the claims made for it. 
There remains but one more day in which 
to send exhibits from this section to the 
Sacramento agent at the citrus fair to be 
held at San Jose in honor of the visit of 
the Eastern horticulturists, and it should 
he improved by contributing further ex­ 
amples of the productive capacity of this 
region. Sacramento should not be second 
to any county of Central and Northern 
California represented in that exposition. 
COLD IN THE WEST. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean of the 17th 
inst. declares that it is nearly thirty years 
since the cold and blizzard weather of 18SS 
has been paralleled in the Mississippi val­ 
ley. Let those of us who complain of the 
sharpness of the air in California during 
the past two or throe weeks, read this ex­ 
tract and reflect how blessed was our con 
dition by comparison. Tiie Inlcr-Ocean 
says: 
It (the visitation of cold) has made a horrid 
chapter of death in th * West and Northwest 
The first reports from the stricken region, ap­ 
palling as they were, were but a mild preface to 
the stories of suffering and death confirmed bv 
the records of the last two days. Kesidentsof 
large cities, in which are towering blocks of 
buildings to break the force of the wind and 
thousands of fires to temper the extremity of 
the atmosphere, can form but an imperfect esti 
mate of the rigors of winter in open, sparselv 
settled country, denuded of sheltering forests. 
W hen the frigidity of the air here makes it im­ 
possible to go many blocks without danger of 
freezing exposed portions of the bodv we are 
apt to ihink the limit of endurance has been 
reached, and make pitiful boast of our suffer­ 
ings when we come presently into the comfort­ 
ing influence of a well-heated room. The most 
destitute persons among a city’s population 
have easy escape from death by freezing, even 
if only by takiug refuge in the cheerless shelter 
of a chance doorway. It is difficult, therefore, 
fully to comprehend the awful miserv endured 
to the death of one exposed to a sudden fierce 
h.lizz,a,r? in a d««>late region, with nothing to 
shield him from the deadly blast. The reports 
that come to us seem incredible. Short dis­ 
tances offered no security against the risk of 
passing from place to place. Not only was 
there the interne cold against which to contend: 
there was also the blinding fury of the storm 
that obliterated the familiar way. contused the 
senses, and left the bewildered adventurer a 
victim to the blast within hailiug distance of 
ills own door.

PLANS SUBMITTED FOR A MONU­ 
MENT TO HIS MEMORY. 


A F a ir Statem ent.—S. T. Dodson, of 
the Red Blull Sentinel staff, is in I .’is An­ 
geles, and writes to that journal under date 
of the 18th instant, concluding his letter as 
follows : “ This part of the country has 
been visited for the past month with very 
heavy frosts.

GENERAL NOT ICEN. 


The “ Marshall Monument Commission 
is in receipt of four handsome designs for 
the mimorial to be erected over the grave 
of the discoverer of gold at Coloma, El 
Dorado county. The pioneer, who made 
this important discovery in the early part 
of 1848, is buried on the top of Marshall 
Hill, which overlooks the Coloma valley. 
From its summit, the sight is beautiful and 
picturesque. At its base is the beautiful 
towu of Coloma, and extending half way 
up its summit and covering the entire 
valley are fine orchards and vineyards. The 
valley is some two miles and a half in 
length, through the center of which runs 
the American river, which at this place is 
a wide stream, its water as clear as crystal. 
The principal portion of the town is situ­ 
ated on the south side of the stream, but 
many fine residences adorn the opposite 
bank. The river is spanned by a suspen 
sion foot bridge, the one for vehicles having 
been carried down stream by the l:igii 
water of a few seasons ago. About one 
hundred yards below the bridge, where 
now is a sandbar covered with cobble 
stones, is where the discovery of gold was 
made. This is in plain view of the 
SITE OK THE MONUMENT, 
And for that reason Marshall, several vears 
prior to his death, selected it as the place 
where he desired to be buried. When 
the Commissioners visited Coloma some 
months since, they decided to have the 
monument constructed out of granite from 
a quarry situated a short distance from 
the grave. The material is of excellent 
quality, anil easy of access. Marshall hill, 
and a little vineyard around its base, was 
the property of the gold discoverer, and at 
his death was inherited by his sister, who 
resides in Maryland. The -Commissioners 
requested her to deed the grave site to the 
State, which she declined to do, and did 
not, until Placerville Parlor, N. S. G. W., 
raised some $100 and paid for it. The 
Commissioners could not erect the monu 
ment on private property, and as none of 
the money appropriated by the State could 
be used in purchasing land, this sister's pen­ 
ury would have caused the abandonment 
of the proposition had not the Native Sons 
of El Dorada county came loyally to the 
rescue. It was a gracious act upon their 
part, and they will receive deserved admira­ 
tion from every pioneer upon the coast. 
So far tbe Commissioners have adopted 
no plan, bat will likely do so during the 
month of February, when the contract will 
be let and the structure pushed to a rapid 
completion. 
GEORGE I I. M IL L E R . 
The first design filed is that of GeorgeH. 
Miller, a San Francisco architect. The base, 
consisting of blocks of granite one foot in 
bight, is fifteen feet square. On top of this 
is a similar layer of granite, thirteen feet 
square and two feet in Light. The corners 
are square and projecting, the sides bev 
eled. In the center of the side panels 
“ Marshall” is cut in large letters. On each 
of the projecting four corners are small 
bears. On top of this is a granite bleck six 
feet square and one foot in thickness, which 
supports the pedestal, four feet square and 
five feet six inches in hight. Tne lower 
part of the pedestal is finished with brack­ 
ets, the upper with molding. The four 
sides of the pedestal are polished, and bear 
the following tracings: “ Sutter's Mill, 
where the discovery was m a d e “ The 
Great Seal of California 
"To the Mem­ 
ory of James W. Marshall, Discoverer of 
Gold in Cali ornia.” On the fourth, his 
nativity, age, and a historical sketch. This 
pedestal is surmounted by a spiral granite 
shaft, sixteen and a half teet in hight, four 
feet in diameter at the base, three feet at 
the top, and finished with a molding sup­ 
porting a platform, standing upon which 
is a representation of a miner in the garb 
of pioneer days. One foot is perched upon 
a bowlder two feet in hight. He is leaning 
on his pick with one hand, and is examin­ 
ing a gold nugget which he holes in the 
other. The statue is six feet and six inches 
in hight, and tbe entire structure thirty- 
two feet and six inches. Tbe drawing is 
accompanied by a model made in wood, 
three feet in hight, and is admired by all 
who have seen it. 
GUSTAV BEHREKtl. 
The second design filed was by Gustav 
Behrend. It is decidedly original, massive, 
and looks well on paper. The drawings 
are made, with great care. It consists a of 
large mound five feet in bight, tapering to 
the top, which is reached by a flight of ten 
granite steps. The bottom of the mound 
has a granite curbing as also has the top, 
and the terraced sides are to be finished 
with gravel or grown to grass. The top of 
the mound is 18 feet in diameter, its base 
22. 
Upon this granite foundation the 
monument proper begins, with a block of 
granite GJ feet square, 18 inches in Light. 
On top of this is a huge granite block GJ 
feet square, 3 feet in bight. The sides are 
polished for inscription and historical sub­ 
jects. 
Above this is a granite block, 
slightly smaller, 18 inches in hight, on the 
front face of which is chiseled in bold 
capitals, "James W. Marshall.” On top 
of this, at the four corners, are huge 
golden nuggets, which support a granite 
column 12 feet in hight, 5 feet at the base, 
tapering to 4 feet at the top, being nicely 
capped. On the front face, executed in 
bronze, is a life size bust of Marshall, in 
the garb of a millwright, resting upon a 
bracket, which also supports a chisel, saw, 
square, plane and hammer, all artistically 
aud tastefully arranged. Resting upon the 
top oí this column, also executed in 
bronze, are stacked a number of tools, etc., 
emblematic of the early days of California. 
The pick, the spade, the long tom, shovel, 
the prospector’s pan, and the pioneers’ 
companions, the rifle and pistol. Extend­ 
ing up through this tool stack is a steel rod 
some ten feet in hight. Its top is formed 
into a three-pronged bracket, which sup­ 
ports a representation of the largest gold 
nugget taken out in California. The hight 
of the structure is about 40 feet. 


F . M A R IO N W ELLS, 
F. Marion Wells, a San Francisco 
sculptor, has also submitted apian, original 
in character and design, neat and historical, 
it has a large base, is symmetrical and well 
proportioned, and surmounted with a 
statue of Marshall ten feet in hight. It is 
difficult to describe this design in detail. 
The entire structure is forty feet in hight, 
and has an imposing appearance. Like 
those already described, the lower panels 
have representations of Sutter’s mill and 
great seal of the State. On the front-side 
panel of the longest column are chiseled a 
pick, pat’, shovel and rifle, and on the op­ 
posite si le an axe, log hook and cross cut 
saw. The top of this column is finished 
with a wreatli of oak leaves and pine cones, 
surmounted with a heavy cap which sup­ 
ports a pedestal upon which the statue 
rests. Mr. Welis also filed with the Com­ 
mission a plaster of Paris model of the 
statue of Marshall, two feet in hight. It is 
a splendid representation of the pioneer, 
who is represented standing erect, holding 
a piece of gold in his right hand, while 
with his left index finger extended, he 
points to the valley below, where the dis­ 
covery of gold was made. This statue is to 
be made either of granite or marble. Tfie 
panels for ornamentation are to be made of 
sandstone, to facilitate the production of 
deep and effective work that will show at a 
distance. The balance of the monument 
to be constructed entirely of granite. 


M ORTON A N n K IR K . 
The fourth plan comes from G. S. Mor­ 
ton and R. Kirk, of Placerville, El Dorado 
county. Jtisa handsome design, colossal 
m size, and pyramidal in shape. It is un­ 
accompanied with a description. It is 38 
feet in hight. Its base of granite blocks is 
16 feet square and 8 feet in height, with a 
pane! in the center with the word “ Mar­ 
shall ” in large cape. The shaft on top of 
this is 12 feet square, at the base 7 feet 6 
inches, at tbe top 24 feet in bight. This is 
surmounted by a handsome and highly 
ornamental cap. 
It is expected that during the coming 
week other designs will be received from 
Sacramento competitors. If not, the Com­ 
missioners will consider those now on file, 
and will in all probability adopt one of 
them, with or without modification. 
These who wish to be considered in this 
matter should at once send in their plans.

Saturday and yesterday the weather 
made the farmers throughout the valley 
laugh. The cold dry spell was knocked 
out by a warm rain from the south. 
The average Signal Service temperature 
yesterday was 50°, being 3° warmer than 
the normal for that day. The highest and 
lowest temperature on Saturday was 43° 
and 41°, with rain during the greater part 
of the day. The highest and lowest tem­ 
perature yesterday was 51° and 45°, with 
light rain during the early morning and 
cloudy weather the remainder of the day. 
The rainfall during this storm, up to and 
including the 7 o’clock observation last 
night, was 1.20 inches, and 4.10 inches for 
January, making 0.72 inches for this sea­ 
son as against 4.10 inches to an equal date 
last year. The barometer was rising up to 
noon yesterday, since which time it has 
been falling. 
The maximum temperature yesterdav 
was 51°, occurring at 7 p. .m.; that is, at 
that hour it was warmer than at any time 
during the day. The weather was foggy.

ORNAMENTING STREETS. 
FATAL ACCIDENT. 
The Question of Planting Sour Orange or 
Other Evergreen Trees, 
The sour orange of Florida is a beautiful 
tree for our street curbs. It is not an un­ 
known quantity here, for in a few instances 
it has been among us ; but it has been dug 
up and cast into the fire because it did not 
bring forth good fruit. It is represented to 
be a tree of rapid growth for an evergreen. 
Its foliage and fruit are in appearance like 
the sweet orange, therefore it is beautiful 
twelve months in the year. The contrast 
oi dark green leaves and golden spheres are 
as attractive by their contrast in summer as 
in winter, for its leaves never shed, and its 
fruit never falls to such an extent as to 
leave the tree bare. When the streets of 
Sacramento shall be planted with sour 
orange and palm, then' shall we show to 
the world that we have a tropical climate. 
We who live here know the truth, but 
strangers that come here must see the evi­ 
dence to believe. Sacramento now has the 
opportunity to act. Four trees on a full lot 
front is all that is necessary. The cost of 
tree and the planting will not exceed .$1 
per tree. The trees can be planted between 
any that now stand, and after two or three 
years the old trees can be cut out and used 
in the kitchen stove at a profit. 
It remains to be seen upon what streetsjtlie 
people will act first in the matter, or 
whelher they will act in unison this sea­ 
son. Fourteen blocks on H street—from 
Sixth to Twentieth—at seventeen trees per 
block each side, would require 47b trees. 
What a transformation would be made in 
II street by the change from its present 
shade trees to the sour orange or other de­ 
sirable trees having green foliage in the 
winter. We now have sycamore, walnut, 
elm, locust, maple, eucalyptus, Carolina 
and Lombard poplars—ail except eucalvp- 
tus, being deciduous. Wnat is true of H 
street is of all streets, yet it is probable that 
that II street will rank more favorable 
than most, for quality of shade trees. Let 
any property owner consider what this city 
may be in the future if harmonious action 
is taken in this matter at once. There is 
no doubt that Sacramento, with its unsur­ 
passed richness of soil, and its thermal 
climate, can in a few years be made the 
most beautiful city in its ornamental trees 
in the whole wide world. The spot upon 
which Sacramento stands was, in it state 
of nature, one of the garden spots of the 
earth. Nature and the location have given 
us ereat opportunities. All we are required 
to do is to plant judiciously. Shall we and 
will we doit? 
Many residents of H street have been 
consulted and have all answered favorably. 
Many have said they will plant the sour 
orange this season if any are to be had. 
The street will be thoroughly canvassed 
and all will have an opportunity to say 
yes or no. 
We cannot avoid a little mud in winter ; 
it is an accompaniment of rich soil, but it 
can be remedied with gravel. Barren soil 
does not get muddy; muddy soil can be 
cured with gravel, as that makes soil bar­ 
ren. As we have the best location as to 
soil and climate, let us improve our oppor­ 
tunities: let so many orange trees be en­ 
gaged that two carloads will be used in­ 
stead of one. The orange tree will be as 
cheap as any good deciduous tree, and is as 
hardy as a “ walnut.” On next Saturday 
at the Improvement Association rooms, a 
report of the cost ol trees by the carload 
will be made. Let all interested attend and 
help to work up this matter.

An Unknown Man Bun Over by the Car* 
■ 
on the California Pacific- 
Yesterday afternoon, about 2:30, as the 
local passenger train tor San Francisco was I 
nearing Webster, a station about eight or 
ten miles from this city on the California 
Pacific, a man was observed by the engineer 
standing in the middle of the long trestle 
work near that station, who was apparently 
thinking of some plan to get out of the 
way of the coming traiD. Instead of jump­ 
ing down or suspending himself from the 
ties, he went to the outer edge of the trestle, 
and took a stand, thinking that he would 
be out of the way of the moving cars. As 
the train whizzed by the lower step of one 
of the cars struck the unfortunate man on 
the shoulder, and in his efforts to keep from 
falling to the ground he caught hold of the 
rails with both hands. The wheels of the 
cars passed over them, an,- mangled them 
in a horrible manner. The train was 
stopped, and the injured man taken to 
Davisvilie, and thence upon the arrival ot 
the Knight’s Landing train was brought to 
this city. Dr. Bates, of Davisvilie, accom­ 
panied the man to Sacramento, and before 
the train reached the depot had his patient 
under the iuliuence of chloroform. From 
the train the injured man was taken to the 
County Hospital. His right hand was a 
fearful sight. The tendons and veins hung 
out of his wrist, and the hand was lacerated 
in an undeseribable manner. He was also 
injured in the chest and shoulder. 
Dr. G. A. White, the Superintendent of 
the hospital, telephoned to this office that 
the unfortunate individual died from his 
injuries at 7:20 p. m. lie is a stranger here, 
and there was nothing on his person that 
tended to show who he was. He was of 
medium bight, sallow complexion, heavy, 
thick black beard, dark coat, blue overalls, 
and brogan shoes. He had with him a 
cattle whip, and was apparently a laboring 
man, 45 or 50 years of age.
